ATTORNEY GENERAL'S OFFICE, 
Santa I's, New Mexico, December 20, 1866.. 
To the Hon. R. M. STEPHENS, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives. 

Sır :—I have received a communication from the Hom. 
Francisco Perea, chairman ofa special committee of the 
House of Representatives, appointed for that purpose, 
dated December 10th, 1866, requesting in the name of 
the Hon. body over which you preside, my opinion in 
writing upon the question ‘Whether, or not, the Hon. 
W. F. M. Arny, is by law the Secretary of the Territory 
ef New Mexico, at this time.” 

Lhis question, I presume, is propounded tome by 
authority of the second section of the act defining the du- 
ties of the Attorney General of New Mexico, which reads 
as follows: ‘*When required he shall give his opinion in 
writing to the General Assembly, or eithcir House, to the 
Governor, Sccretary of the Territory, Auditor, Treasurer 
and any Circuit Attorney, upon any question of law relat- 
ing to their respective duties of office. 

The question, in the words it is propounded, is vague 
and indefinite ; it contains no legal premises from which 
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to-arrive at legal conclusions. I suppose however: that 
the House of Representatives- intended to premise this 
question, upon certain facts, which may or may not be 
legally established, namely : 


First. That His Excellency, Robert B. Michell, the 
actual governor of New Mexico is necessarily absent from 
the Territory, in which case Mr. Arny if heis by law the 
Secretary of New Mexico, is outhorized to discharge the 
functions of Governor. 


Second. That Mr. Arny was appointed the Secretary 
of the Territory of New Mexico under and by virtue 
of that clause of the Organic Act establishing the office 

-of Secretary and defining the duties of its Incumbent. 


Third. That Mr. Este in the month of January, 1866, 

was, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate of 

` the United States, appointed and commissioned by the 

President as Secretary of New Mexico, vice Arny, re- 
mored, 

Fourth. That Mr. Este is not yet arrived in the Ter- 
ritory and entered upon the discharge of the duties of 
the office to which he was appointed, and that Mr. Arny 
is stiil performing the duties of the office of Secretary. 


The fourth section of the Act of Congress approved 
September Sth, 1850, establishing a territorial govern- 
ment for New Mexico, commonly known as the Organic 
Law, provides: 

«And be it further enacted, that there shall be a Sec- 
retary of said Termtory, who shall reside therein, and 
hold his office for four yeaas, unless sooner removed by 
the President of the United States; he shall record and 
preserve all the laws and proceedings of the Legislative 
Assembly hereinafter constituted, and all the acts and 
proceedings of the Governor in his executive department ; 
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he shall transmit one copy of the laws and onecopy of 
the Executive proceedings, on er before the first day of 
December ia eack year, to the President of the United 
States, and at the same time two copies of tke laws to the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives and the Presi- 
dent of the Senate, for the wse of Cungress3 and in case 
of the death er removal, resignatien, or other necessary 
absence of the Governor from the Territory, the Secreta- 
ry shall kave and ke is hereby authorized and required to 
execute and perform all the powers and duties of the 
Governor during such vacancy or necessary absence, or 
wntil another Geverner shall be duly appointed to fill such 
vacancy. (9% Stats. at Large, 448). Under the govern- 
ment of the United States there are no common law offi- 
‘cers, no cficers whose tenures depend upon ancient 
usage. All officers under that government are created 
either by the law of nations, suck as embassadors and 
other public ministers, or by the Censtitation and the 
Statutes. A territorial government is but 2 prosegnsular 
government, recognizing: Congress as its absolute-sover- 
eign. Congress, in legislating for the Territories, exer- 
cises the combined powers of the general and of a state 
government. Territerial officers are not -constitutional 
officers; their powers are derived from the acts of Con- 
greas, and the tenures of their offices depend upon the 
Provisions af the statutes. 

By the 4th sectio ı of the act above referred to, Con- 
gress has declared that “the Secretary shall hold his of- 
fice for four years, unless sooner removed by the Presi- 
sident of the United States.” Here, then, the tenure of 
office depends upon the law. Judisially notice is taken 
that Mr. Arny was appointed Secretary of New Mexice 
in February, 1863; and ifthe President has not made 

13 
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use of his prerogative by sooner removing him his term of 
office as Secretary does not expire until four years after 
the date of his commission. But on the arrival of that 
day it does terminate, and the powers of the incumbent 
become functus officio. 

The term of office, by the plain inacting of the law 
creating it, is Immited to four years, and in case of removal 
is consummated. | 

The language used is simple and plain and admits of no 
construction by which the limitation could be enlarged. 

«The words of « statute must be taken in their natural 
and ord:mary signification and import.” (1 Kent Com., 
432.) | 

‘sWhen the intent of a statute Is plain nothing is left 
to construction,” (U. &. vs. Fisher et al ; 2 Cranch, 258). 

The intention of the Legislature 1s to be searched for 
in the words which the legislature has employed to convey 
t.” (7 Cranch, 52.) | 

Where the law is plain and unambiguous, whether it be 
expr sse. in general terms, the Legislature should be 


inte :de i to mean what they have plainly expressed, and 
al

consequently no room is left fur construction.” 2 Cranch, `

“The Legislature must be presumed to use words in 
their known and ordinary signification, unless that sense 
be repelled by the context.” (6 Peters, 102) 

Phe law does not provide that the Secretary shall hold 
his office after the expiration of his term, or removal from 
office, until his successor be appointed and qualified. Tf 
that had been the intention of Congress, Congress would 


have certainly so expressed it. In Tennington vs. Cox, 


(2 Cranch, 35, 52,) Mr. Chief Justice Marshall said— 
“that the law is the best expositor of itself; that every 
part of an act is to be taken into consideration for the 
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purpose cf discovering the mind of the Legislature, and 
that the details of one part may contain regulations re- 
etricting the extent of general expressions used in another 
part of the same act, are among those plain rales laid 
down by common sense for the exposition of statutes 
which have been uniformly acknowledged.” 

Let us apply this rule. The 3d section of the organic 
Jaw provides: ‘*That the Executive power and authority 
in and over’ said Territory of New Mexico shall be vested 
in a Governor, who shall hold his office for four years, 
and until-his successor shall be appointed and qualified, 
unless sooner removed by the President of the United 
States.” 

We see, then, that Congress here expressly provides 
that the Governor shall hold his office after the expira- 
tion of his term, or removal from office, until his succes- 
sor be appointed and quahfied. Would it be a sound 
construction to say that the lawgivers intended to concede 
by implication, in the case of the Secretary, what it ex- 
pressly offirmatively granted in the case of the Governor, 
i. e. to hold his office until his successor was appomted 
and qualifed? If an implied tenure of office exists un- 
der the 4th section of the organic act, where was the ne- 
cessity to establish that tenure in positive affirmative lan- 
guage in the 3d section? Affirmatives in statutes imply 
a negative of all that is not in the purview; so that a law 
directing that a thing shall be done in a certain manner 
implies that it shall not be done in any other manner.— 
(1 Gall., 150.) +The Secretary shall hold his office for 
four years,” or ‘Sunless sooner removed,” implies, not 
that he shall hold it until his successor be appointed and 
qualified, but that his tenure of office shall expire on the 
happening of either one of two events, namely: the ex- 
piration of four years from thedate of the appointment or 

; 
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a prior removal by the President. It may be said that 
the law ought not to be construed so as to create, as im 
this case, an interregnum, unless the language of the law 
positively forbids such a construction; that inasmuch ag 
the 4th section above referred to, docs not in so muny 
words say that the Secretary, after the expiration oi his 
term, or removal, shall not exercise the fanctions of that 
office until his successor be appointed, etc., he still might 
dose. An affirmative often conveys a negative expres- 
sion ag strongly as if it were expressed in direct langnage 
for instance, the organic law provides “that the Supreme 
Court for the Territory of New Mexico shall consist of a 
chief justice and two associate justices,” but does not say 
that it shall not consist.of more than three—yct here the 
words ‘shall consist of a chief justice and two associate 
justices” limit the number, and, ‘tex vi terminoram” for- 
bid the possibility of there being more than three. ` Con- 
gress had the power to fix the Secretary’s term of offize 
to four, six, ten, or twenty years, or during good behav- 
ior, or, as in the case of the Governor (after the lezal 
termination) until his successor be appointed and qualif- 
ed; but in the failure of Congress to provide, to contend 
that ‘tex necesitate,” the Secretary shall held his othee by 
construction and implication, is an argument more inge- 
nious than substantial. Laws are always written in geu- 
eral language, and it would be inconvenient and impossi- 
ble to specifiy In so many words each power granted and 
withheld. Congress has said how long the Secretary 
shall hold his office, and that which Congress has not af 
firmatively granted in this respeet must be considered as 
having been witahe d. 
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etc., (10 Stats. at Large, 248.) it will be seen that-Con- 
gress itself has made use of the construction above con- 
tended for legislating about the offices of Surveyor Gen- 
rals, Registers of Land Offices and receivers ofthe Public, 
Moneys, it says: That except when the President of the 
United States shall sec cause otherwise to determine each 
officer to be appointed-in virtue of this Act, and also every. 
other like officer of the United States, may continue in 
the uninterrupted discharge of lus regular official duties, 
and is hereby authorized accordingly to act after the day 
of expiration of his official commission, and until a ‘new 
commission shall be issued to him for the same office or | 
otherwise, until the day when a successor shall enter upon 
the duties of such office; and the existing official bonds,” 
etc. Here then, Congress, in authorizing by positive. 
statute certain officers to discharge the duties of their re- 
epective offices, after the expiration of their official com- 
missions, until a successor be appointed and qualified, 
virtually makes the declaration that, unless the law au- 
thorizes an officer to continue in the discharge of his of- 
ficial functions after the legal termination of his term of 
appointment, his acts after such termination are invalid 


or vold. 
Congress presumed that a statute was necessary to le- 


galize such acts. This interpretation of Congress is in 
unison with the opinion of Mr. Chief Justice Marshall, 
in the case Threshly and O’Bannon vs. the United States 
(4 Cranch, 109), where it is decided ‘‘that the power of 
the officer to collect the outstanding duties ceased upon 
his removal from office.” ‘The commission of the Secre- 
tary of New Mexico empowers him to discharge the du- 
ties of that office for the term of four years from the date 
of such commission, unless sooner removed by the Pres- 
ident of the United States, for the time being. If the 
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President revokes that power sooner, the EN loses’ 
the foundation upon which that power rests. 

` After thejexpiration of four years, the powers delega- 
ted cease by operation of law; the President may with- 
draw the sameat any time during’ said term, and it is then 
that under the law, by the act of the President, the offi- 
cer becomes officially dead. iii 

It will therefore be conceded that the Seeretary of New 
Mexico cannot exercise the functions of his office beyond 


® 


the time limited by the express provisions of law, sad 
thathis term of office cannot be enlarged by implication. 

As has been already stated, Mr. Arny was appointed 
to the office of Secretary in February, 1863, and unless 
he has been removed by the President, his term of office 
does not expire until February, 1867. 

We will now consider ths question whether Mr. Arny 
has been removed, and’ what evidence there is to establish: 
that fact. 

Ft the question of such removal were the subject of ju- 
dicial investigation between Mr. Arny and another person 
in the proceedings on a writ of “quo warranto,” perth ips 
differint evidence nceossary to ‘arrive at a proper conclu- 
sion In the present enquiry might be required. The best 
evidence to establish that fret is to be found is the Exe- 
cutive department in Washington. There may be suen 
evidence in the Secretary’s office, but its records are not 
under my official control. 

Of some things judicial notice is taken without proving 
the existence of the frets by evidence ordinarily required 
to prove facts not so taken notice of. We take judicial 
notice that Robert B. Mtchell is the Governor of New 
Mexico, and perhaps none of tis have ever seen his com- 
mission, which is the highest evidence of that fact. So, 
too, judicially; notice is taken that General Dix is the 
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United States Minister near the Government of France, 
and yet that gentleman in New Mexico is known simply 
as the Hon. John A. Dix, lite a Major General in volun- 
teers, by but a few persons, if by any. Thus notice is 
taken, without proof, who are the essential political agents 
or public officers of the Governments who is the marshal 
of the Territory and the sheriffs of the different counties 
thereof; also of ‘matters of public history affecting the 
whole people, and of public matters affecting the govern- 
ment of the country.” (1 Greenleaf, 8, 9, 10; 17.How- 
ard, 30). Chief Justice Marshall, in Marbury vs. 
Madison, says “that the affixing of the great seal of the 
United States toa commission is an act supposed to-be 
of public notoriety. The fact that in January, 1886, 
Mr. Uste was appointed by the President, and confirmed 
by the United States Senate, Secretary of the Territory 
of New Mexico, was ‘sby authority” published in the 
«National Intelligencer,” the official organ of the present 
Administration, published at the seat of Government.— 
(Sce files of the National Intelligencer for the month of 
January, 1866.) This is an official notification of that 
fact to the public. Ever since that publication, Mr. Es- 
tes appointment tothe office of Secretary has been a 
matter of publie notoriety in ths Territory—confirmed 
by Mr. Arny himself, who rested his kvowledee upon of- 
ficiel communications, and it was never denied by him 
until very recebtly, when the Hon.-members of the Leg- 
islative Assembly signified a doubt as to his being by law 
authorized to discharge the duties as Secretary and acting 
Governor of New Mexico. That Mr. Este in reality was 
60 appointed, none, except perhaps Mr. Arny, will dis- 
pute; bat whether he denies it or not, for the purpose of 
this enquiry it is suficiest that the fact be reasonably es. 
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tablished to the satlsfaction of the members of the House: 
af Representatives. 

But in oder to illustrate, let us.deny this argument.— 
Let us assert that in this enquiry proofof a higher nature 
than public notoriety even is- necessary to arrive at'a defi- 
nite conclusion. The law creating the office of Secretary 
provides that during the necessary absence of the Gover- 
nor the Secretary shall perform the functions of the Gov- 
ernor. Suppose we were to discard the doctrine of tak- 
ing notice without proof that Governor Mitchell ia at pre- 
sent beyond the confines of New Mexico, and demand 
that this fact be established by legal evidence, such as. 
documents, ete. Could any sach evidence be produced ? | 
No. it might Be said he started from: the Capital with 
the avowed purpose of leaving the Territory ; but what. 
conscientious man could be found to swear that he had 
earried his design into effect, unless this eonseientious. 
man had accompanied him on his journey? And then, 
might not the Governor have returned? Oral testimony: 
publications in newspapers or private letters may not be- 
evidence, ete., ete. An absence of the Governor from. 
the Territory is requisite to authorize the Secretary to- 
perform. the duties of that office. That absence not be- 
ing established, exceps by publie- notoriety; Mr. Arny, 
even if he was tHe Seeretary,. could not act as- Governor, 

Thus it will be seen that the fact of the appointment of 
Mr. Este, as well as that of the absence of Governor 
Mitchell trom the Terxitory, must be taken. as established: 
without producing documentary or some such evidence to- 
substantiate it. Rules of Jaw, when the eircnmstances 
are identical, admit of no exceptions : if we reject the: - 
rule im one case, justice compels us to. reject it in the 
ether. The affixing of the great seal of the United. States. 
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is an act ‘supposed to be of public notoriety.’ (1 Cranch, 
136), of which judicially notice is taken without proof. 

In the case of Mr. Este, this seal attests the act of the 
President, placing Mr. Este in office and terminating the 
powers of his predecessor. 

It now remains to be examined what effect the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Este, thus ‘established, has upon the 
status of the former incumbent of the office of Secretary.. 
And right here again notice is taken, without proof, that 
Mr. Este has not entered upon the discharge of the du- 
ties of the office to which he has been appointed. Mr. 
Story, in commenting on the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States- in the case of Marbury vs. 
Madison, (1 Cranch, 135,) upon the subject of removak 
from office, makes use of the following language : 

“Another question growing out of the appointment is, 
at which time the appointee is to be deemed in office ; 
whether from the time of his acceptance of the office, or 
his complying with the preliminary requisitions, (such as: 
taking the oath of office, givmg bonds for the faithful dis- 
charge of his duties, etc.,) or his actual entry upon the 
duties of his office.” 

“This question may become of great practical import- 
ance in cases of removal from office, and also in cases: 
where, by law, officers are appointed for only a limited 
time. 

‘Tt frequently happens that no formal removal from 
office is made by the President, except by nominating 
‘another person to the Senate in place of the person re- 
moved, and without any notice to lim. In such. a case is 
the actual inciumbent in office de facto removed immedi- 
ately upon the nomination of a new officer ?” 

“If so, then all his subsequent acts in the office are

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void, though he may have no notice of the nomiation, 
and may, from the delay'to give such notice, go un forg 
month to perfom its functions. Is the removal to be 
deemed complete only when the nomination has been 
confirmed? or when notice is actually given to the incam- 
bent? or when the appointee has accepted the ofise? 
Hitherto, this point does not seem to have received any 
judicial decision, and therefore mast be treated as open to 
controversy. Ifthe decision should be, that in such case 
the nomination without notice creates a removal de facto 
as well as de jure, it is obvious thit the public as weil as 
private individuale miy become sufferers by uninteutional 
and innocent violation of law.” | 


A collector, for instance, may receive duties, may 
grant clearances of vessels, and may perform other func- 
tions of the office for months after such nomination,

without the slightest. suspicion of any want of lega 


thority. 

Upon one occasion it was said by the Supreme Court 
that “-when a person is appointed to any office (under the 
United States), and refuses to accept that office, the suc- 
cessor is nominated in the place of the person who has 

eclined to aecept, and not in the place of rhe person who 
had been previously dn office and had-created the original 
yacaney.” (d Cranch, 137). From this remark it would 
gcem to be the opinion of the Court that the ofûce is coms 
pletely filled in every case of vacancy ag soon as the ap- 
pointment is complete, independently of the acceptance of 
the appointee. 

If so, it would seem to follow that the remoral must, 
at all events, be complete as soon as a new appointment 
is made, (2 Story on Const, sec. 1554.) 
© dn the obove quotation, Mr. Story ehiefly applies his 
arguments to cases of removal from office without notice 
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to the actual incumbent. © This notice, we have seen, has 
been officially given in the papoesnian by atopy before 
referred to. : 

The removal of Mr. Arny was complete so soon as 
Mr. Este was appointed. As by law the Secretary shall 
hold ‘his office for four years, unless sooner removed, it 
follows that Mr. Arny’s official functions ceased to be 
walid as soon as Mr. Este’s appointment had been com- 
pleted. Mr. Story indicates’ that, although this point 
has hitherto received no judicial decision, yet that such 
will be the decision, unless the decision in the case of 
Marbury vs. Madison be overruled. If the words, “and 
until his successor be appointed and qualified,” in the 3d 
section. of the Organic Act, were also contained in the 4th 
section of that Act, there could be no doubt but that the 
removal of Mr. Arny would only be considered as come 
plete when the new appointee had accepted the appoint- 
men: and qualified. 

Congress, in'inserting the words in the 3d, and omit- 
tine to insert them in the 4th section above referred to, 
must hive acted witha motive or design, which can be 
explained on no other hypothesis than that it was not the 
intention of the lawmaking power to extend the Seercta- 

ry's ‘term of office bevond the period of his removal. And 
in this connection, the language made use of by Mr. Sto- 
ry, “without the slightest suspicion of any want of legal 
authority.” is indeed significant. In this passage this ac- 
knowledged able Ameriean jurist iets that, after a 
removal, there is a want of legal authority, but expresses 
a doubt only whether the acts of the ofeer removed are 
valid or not before notice of removal. The inference 
that such acts are void, after notice of removal, i ig too 
strong to bé resisted. But, farther: #4 if the t:angmis- 
gion of a commission,” sa ys Mr. Chief Justice Marshall, 
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‘tbe notconsidered necessary to give validity to:an appoints 
ment, still less is.its acceptance. The appointment is the 
sole act of the President—the acceptance is the sole act 
of the officer, and is, in plain commen sense, posterior to 
the appointment. As he may resign, so he may refuse 
to accept; but neither the one nor the other is capable of 
rendering the appointment a nonentity.” ‘That this is 
the understanding of the government is apparent from 
the whole tenor of its conduct.” 

A commission bears date, and the salary of the officer 
commences, from his appointment, not from the transmis- 
sion or acceptance of his commission. When a person 
appointed to office refuses to accept that office, the suge 
cessor is appointed in place of him who has dechned to 
accept, and not in the place of the person who had been 
previously in office and had created the original vacancy.” 

«TIt is therefore decidedly the opinion of the Court that 
when a commission has been signed by the President, the 
appointment is made; and that the commission is com- 
plete when the seal of the United States has been affixed, 
to it by the Secretary of State.” (1 Cranch, 137.) 

It requires, indeed, a great effort of the imagination to 
gay that Mr. Arny, after.the completion of the appoint- 

“ment of Mr. Este, which constitutes the perfeet removal 
of the former, may continue to act as Secretary by impli- 
cation, when, in consequence of Mr. Este’s failure to en- 
ter upon the discharge of the duties of his office, a succes- 
sor is appointed, not to fill the vacancy oceasioned by 
the removal of Mr. Arny, but in place of Mr. Este, the 
successor of Mr. Arny. 

The law contemplates Mr. Este, de facto as well as de 
jure, in office ; therefore, Mr. Arny must be out of office, 
and unless there be some statutory prevision authorizing 
kim to discharge the duties as Secretary after the comple- 
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tion of his removal, he being out of office, his‘acts as such 
are void. And further: «The power of nominating to 
the Senate, and the power of appointing the persons nomi- 
nated, are political powers, to be exercised by the Pre- 
sident according to his own discretion. When he has made 
an appointment he has exercised his whole power, and his 
discretion has been completely applied to the case. Ifby 
law the officer be removable at the will-of the President, 
then a new appointment may be immediately made, and 
the rights of the oficer are immediately terminated. But 
asa fact which has-existed cannot be made never to have 
existed, the appointment cannot be annihilated,” —[Ibid. 

From this reasoning, it appears that the appointment 
of Mr. Este terminated the right of Mr. Arny to the office 
of Secretary. The powers of officers are delegated to them 
by express grants; to exercise these powers is their right ; 
divest Mr. Arny of those rights, or, in the language of 
the Supreme Court, terminate his rights as an officer, 
where is the foundation upon which he must necessarily 
stand in the exercise of those powers ? 

The principles laid down in the case of Marbury vs. 
Madison seem to have met with the approval of Mr. Jus» 
tice Story, since, in the case of Johnson et al. vs. the 
United States (5 Mason, 438), he employs the following 
language : «The great case of Marbury vs. Madison great 
not only from the authority which pronounced it, but also 
from the importance of the topiés which it diseussed—con- 
‘tains much reasoning which might aid us in such an en- 
-quiry.” 

But conceding all this, is not Mr, Arny the de facto 
‘Secretary at least until Mr. Este or some one else shall 
have suceeeded him and qualified? 

Notevery person who performs the duties of an office 
is its de freto incumbent. Mr. Jeff-rson Davis performed 
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the duties of the office of President.of the Southern Con- 
federacy. Is there any one that, will contend that‘ha wag 
the de facto President of that portion of the United States? 
Suppose that, in the absence of the Snrperintendent of 
Indian Afiairs, Mr.. Arny should deem it his daty to 
discharge the duties of the Indian Superintendency ; 
would that constitute him a de facto Superintendent? 
We must not confound a de facto officer with an usur- 
per. i l 
That Mr. Este is the Secretary de jure, connot be de- 
nied. This fact corceded, I might dismiss the subject +, be- 
cause an officer de jure and an officer de facto cannot ex- 
ist in one and the same office at one and the same time, 
in two different individuals, unless provided for by pos- 
itive law. (See Tancred’s Quo Warranto, p. 69.)— 
This latter would be the case if the law authorized the 
Secretary to hold his office until his successor be quali- 
fied. An usurper and an officer de jure or de facto may 
exist at the same time. Generally speaking, an officer 
de facto is one who exercises the functions of an office 
under some color of law. Congress, in the case of the 
Secretary of the Territory of New Mexico, has posi- 
tively withheld the power under which he might exer- 
cise the functions of that office, from the time of his 
removal until his successor be qualified. There then 
is not even no law, but neither,the shadow of a law, 
much less the color of law; because, if “color of law” 
means anything, it must mean that there should be 
some ~law from which to imply a right for the time 
being to: per‘orm certain official acts. 

A de facto officer exists when the incumbent acts under 
and by virtue of the law; as, for instance, when a per- 
son in the Territory of New Mexico, not being a citizen 
of the United States, should be elected to offiice and ac- 
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| cept thereof, in such a case he must discharge the duties 
of the office which he has accepted, until he is deposed by 
a judicial tribunal; on account of his disqualification his - 
acts, while exercising hts legitimate official fnuctions, are 
valid and cannot be questioned by third person—especially 
when such acts concern the public good, and have neces- 
sarily been performed by the facto officer. Voluntary 
acts done by him are void; and this too, in some cases 
where a consideration has been paid. (Ibid, 72, 73). 
Mr. Arny, having been removed from office, is not com- 
pelled by law to discharge the duties of Secretary from 
the time of his removal until his successor be qualified, 
and hence his acts as such are purely voluntary. 

But the objection may be interposed that some of the 
officers of the Department recognize Mr. Arny as Scere- 
tary by entrusting him with the appropriation, or the 
means for the payment of the per diem and mileage of 
the members of the Legislature, ete. We ought not to 
lose sight of the fact that the officers of the Executive 
constitute no branch of the Legislative Department, 
and a recognition of a right by an Executive officer 
does not change the law. The power to legislate re- 
sides in Congress, and that toexpound the laws resides 
in the judicial tribunals of the country established by 
the Constitution of the United States or in pursuance 
thereof. If the law provides ‘‘that he who shall be 
entrusted by the ‘Treasury Department with the custo- 
dy of a certain amount of money,” or, ‘he that shall 
receive a communication from the*Private Secretary of 
the President shall be the Secretary of New Mexico,” 
I should, perhaps, at once express the opinion that 
Mr. Arny was legally the Secretary. But the law pro- 
vides ‘‘that the Secretary appointed by the President, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, shall 
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hold ‘his office for four years, unless sooner removed by ; 
the President.” It is the law, then, which establisheg:` 
the office of Secretary, and recognizes its incumbent, 
and it is the President who removes him from office, 
and this again in pursuance of law. .The duties of the 
Secretary are defined by law: *tHe shall record and 
preserve all the laws.and proceedings of the Legislative 
. Assembly,” ctc., ‘and all acts and proceedings of the 
Governor,” ete. ; ‘he shall transmit one copy of the laws 
and one copy of the Executive proceedings,” cte., ‘to’ 
the President of the United States and two copies of the 
laws to the Speaker of the House of Representatives 
and the President of the Senate, for the use of Con- 
gress,” In the discharge of these duties, and the ex- 
pending of the moneys entrusted to his care, he is neith- 
er responsible to nor under the control of the people of 
New Mexico, but is only responsible to the Department 
at Washington. 

He is the agent of the National Gorvernment, which 
exercises a supervisory control over the Territorial Gov- 
ernment. The official duties of this agent the Legisla- 
ture of New Mexico can neitheir enlarge nor. diminish ;- 
as the people have no concern in them, they cannot ques- 
tion the legality or illegality of acts done by him for 
and as the agent of the Government; this belongs to the 
Government, and to the Government alone. Another 
class of duties are those imposed upon the Secretary by 
the legislative enactments of New Mexico. Whilst the 
‘statute may legalize hie acts, if these duties are’performed 
by him, the Jegislalature cannot compel his perform- 
ance of the same. But when he undertakes to perform 
them he must be clothed with legal authority : i e., he 
must be the Secretary of New Mexico by virtue of law. 
If his office is functus officio, his acts in this respect are 


a , 
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void, and, as they concern the people, they have a right 
to enquire into the same. 

And lastly: The most important daties the Seca 
may be called upon ‘to perform are those which devolve 
upon him upon the happening of a certain contingency, 
namely: in case of the death, removal, resignation, or 
other necessary ‘absence of the Governor from the Terri- 
tory, he shall execute and perform the powers and duties 
of the Governor during such vacancy’ ‚As acting Gover- 
nor, the Secretary becomes Commander-in-chief of the 
militia; he must approve all laws of the Legislative 
Assembly before they take effect; he may grant pardons 
for offenses against the laws of the Territory, and tempo= 
rary reprieves for offences against the laws of the United 
‘States; he is to commission all officers who may be ap- 
pointed to office under the laws of the Territory, and shall 
see that the laws are faithfully executed. During the 
session of the Legislative Assembly, he, as acting Gover- 
nor, forms as much a part and portion of that body as 
either the Council or House of Representatives. All of 
these are powers and duties, in the exercise and perfor- 
mance of which the people are deeply interested. It is 
by no means an unimportant question for the people of 
New Mexico, whether Mr. Arny has sufficient legal au- 
thority to exercise and discharge all these powers and du- 
ties. To step away from and turn the back to the Presi- 
dent and the Senate of the United States, who, more 
than three-quarters of a year ago, exercised the preroga- 
tive of removal from and the appointment of a new in» 
cumbent to the office of Secretary, and then, with the 
knowledge of that fact in his breast, seat himself in the 
Gubernatorial chair, to exercise and perform powers and 
. duties of the highest nature without law or warrant, 
13 
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except that of a vague and imaginary implication, savors 
too much of usurpation to create confidence in a reflecting 
mind. 

If Mr. Arny has the power by implication to perform 
any one of the duties of Governur, he has the power” to 
perform all of then; he has, then, the power to grant 
pardons and reprieves—and, to cap the climax, he may 
assume the power, by implication, to issue his death 


warrant, and cause a criminal convicted of murder to be 
executed. 

We ought not to construe the term ‘‘implied power as 
meaning to extend the term of office by implication. There 
is a wide difference between one and the other. The 
genius and spirit of our institutions are hostile to the doc- 
trine of holding office by implication. In this case they 
seem to me to be at war with positive provisions of law, 
sound principles of government, and the principles of 
American jurisprudence. | 

Tor these reasons it is my opinion that the Hon. W. 
F. M. Arny is not now by law recognized to be the Sec- 
retary of New Mexico, and that the acts performed by 
hin, either as acting Governor or as Secretary of this 
Territory, so far as.they affect the rights and interests of 
the people thereof, are null and void.
